DAY ACT 


Secretary of Lord’s Day ‘Alliance 
Gives An Official Pronouncement 


on the New Measure 


NEW LORD'S 
| 


At the session of Par'iament just | 
clesed an Act was passed entitied the 
Lord's Day Act. Mr. J. G. Shearer, 
o: the Lora’s Day Alliance 


at whose initiative the bill was intro- 


secretary 


duced, has contributed to the press the 
following official statement of how the 
Act is regarded by the Alliance. 
“Already very different estimates 
have appearedin the publi¢ press. 
Some have said the Act is dead, others 
that it is useless, on the one hand; 
and on the other, there are those who 
consider it the best Lord's Day Act 
on the statute books of any country; 
others that it is in many particulare 
over stringent. The truth lies: between 
the two extremes. We have npt se- 
cured all we sought. The Act has 
been weakened in certain particulars | 
but on the whole it is a good Act. 
is an immense gain over what we had 
before. It covers the points that were 
left uncovered in our old Provincial 
Acts which still remain in force. It} 
is much more sweeping than perhaps 
many people recognize. 

“In the first place it is an S aiorial 
advantage that we have a Lord’s Day 
Act for the whole Dominion which re- 
cognizes the Lord’s Day as a national 
institution; the toiler’s day of rest and 
liberty; the church’s day of glorious | 
opportunity. This in itself is a gain 
worth a!l the effort. 

“In the second place, the new Act 
makes all Sunday trading unlawful, 
and all work for. remuneration except- 
ing works that are declared to be 
werks of necess ty and merey. it pro- 
hibits all Sunday theatres and public | 
games, eports and amusements for gain, | 
or.-prize or reward. It banishes the | 
Sunday newspaper, home produced or 
foreign, making unlawful ils publica | 
tion or. impression, its sale or dis-! 
tribution. These are among the worst 
forms of desecration of the Lord’s Day 
in other countries, and to some in 


} 


they have been finding a foothold in 
Canada. The new Act will prevent 
heir oontinuance or development. 
This again is worth all the effort. 
“But in the third place, the Act ap- 
plies to companies and corporations, 
putting them undr heavy. penaities for 
“authorizing, directing and permitting” 
any work, other than works of nec- 
essity or mercy, to be done in con- 
nection with their business or indus- 
try.
